Judged  by  its  Initial  act  the  bank 
is  not  rectus  In  curia.  It  did  not  do 
what  a/iy  prudent  buslnoaa  man 
would  naturally  have  done.  It  took 
the  bonds  Without  making  any  inquiry 
cither  from  White  aa  to  hla  authority 
to  deal  with  them,  or  from  the  regis- 
tered owner,  who  could  have  been 
communicated  with  at  once,  either  by 
letter  or  telephone.  By  this  I  do  not 
mean  to  Imply  that  the  bank  would 
be  bound  In  every  case  at  Ita  peril  to 
Inquire  Into  the  authority  of  a  pcraon 
bringing  In  bonds  registered  in  an- 
other's name.  p'or  In.stance,  if  'White 
bad  brought  in  bonds  registered  in 
the  name  of  a  director  or  leading 
shareholder  of  the  Company,  known 
by  the  bank  to  be  such,  it  would  not 
necBsaarily  follow  that  the  bank  by 
not  making  any  inquiry  would  be 
chargeable  with  negligent  ignorance 
or  with  not  aetlng  in  good  faith.  It 
would  depend  in  each  case  on  the  cir- 
cumstances.

paoy  nor  the  amount  or  the  nature  of 
lU  indebtedness,  appear  In  tho  btaBk 
provided  for  that  purpose.  Ho  far  as 
the  doi  uinent  lt.«elf  i.s  <  oncerned,  the 
bank  mlRht  equally  claim  the  right  to 
use  Ihe  bonds  to  make  good  the  debt 
of  .inyone  else.  Consequently,  If 
operative  at  all,  II  must  be  to  make 
good  any  loan  made  to  herself,  or  at 
her  request,  and  there  Is  no  evidence 
of  any  aucb.  nor  could  there  be.  aa 
ahe  had  no  buslneaa  relattoao  of  any 
kind  with  the  bank.  It  of  ooaroe  fol- 
lowa  that  the  powers  of  attorney, 
being  ancillary  to  the  hypotheoation, 
are  equally  futile. 

For  ibese  reasons  I  think  Ihe 
plaintiff  should  have  judgment  lor 
the  amount  of  the  bonds  from  the 
time  of  their  deposit,  together  with 
tbe  accrued  Interest  thereon,  leas 
what  she  has  already  received.

Major 
Martyn  catls  attention  to  a  pregnant 
truth  when  he  points  out  that  prob- 
ably W  per  cant  of  producta  are  pur- 
chased by  the  women.  The  most 
hopeful  indication  in  the  present  cam- 
paign is  that  the  woftCtt'a  aM^ahonld 
have  been  enlisted  to  foster  the  pur- 
chase of  home  products.  It  rests 
hoth  with  the  men  and  women  to 
foster  their  sale  and  there  is  an  ob- 
ligation on  our  retail  merchants  to

Phrough  the  enlistment  of  the 
widest  appreciation  among  our  women 
of  what  the  buying  of  home  products 
Will  mean  to  the  welfare  of  the 
community  as  a  whole,  a  great  deal 
can  be  accomplished.

WEEKLY  HALF  HOLIDAY 


•  The  attitude  of  the  retail  merchsnts 
in  their  desire  to  eliminate  the 
weekly  half  holiday,  wUI.  we  believe, 
when  their  reasons  are  canvassed, 
receive  public  endorsement.

with  .  II  1  .  urring  customs  penalties. 
If  the  Minister  will  turn  to  a  certain 
section  of  the  British  North  America 
Act.  which  is  the  constitution  of 
Canada,  and  therefore  a  more  im- 
portant instrument  than  any  regula- 
tion of  the  Governor-in-Conncil,  he 
will  find  that  it  is  imperatively  set 
forth  that  free  trade  shall  prevail  be- 
tween all  parts  of  Canada.

Vlaltori  to  n.r^  Tow^r  of  l.ondon 
thia  Hammer  wiil  bo  able  10  aee  nioro 

of  tho  taaaaaa  atmetara,  whleh  la 

turn  hiw  eei-ved  aa  a  fortreas.  a  palace 
and  a  prison,  than  they  have  ever 
done  before.  For  never.nl  vearw  ttie 
autberitloa  have  been  extending  the 
franchlao  of  the  Tower  to  the  public. 
It  la  BOW  poaaiblo  to  gain  access  to 
tho  ao-«ail*d  "duBgoons,"  to  see  the 
Uttlo  Baaa  wharo  Ouy  Pawkoa  laa- 
gulahad.  In  a  fow  meaths  at  ix\oat 
it  will  bo  peaatble  to  TlaU  tha  ICartln. 
tho  Conata.b1e,  tho  Broad  A^w.  and 
the  Salt  Towers 

The  Martin  Tr>wer  atanda  at  the 
northeast  angle  of  the  inner  ward  of 
tho  acoiont  fortroaa:  below  It.  to  the 
aovth.  la  tho  Coaatablo  Towor;  still 
nearer  tho  river  you  may  seo  the 
Broad  Arrow  Tower,  and  at  the  south- 
ea«t  angle  stands  the  Salt  Tower. 

Kafh  of  there  several  towors  Is 
•.•\tiiraiod  with  history.  The  M.irtin 
Towor  conBiflt.i  of  two  stories  wiih 
tmni'nsely  thick  walb<.  nnd  whs  built 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  111.  but  badly 
maltroatod  by  Sir  Christopher  Wren. 
Hero  waa  brought  the  regalia  In  1(44 
In  1141,  when  the  Tower  waa  afire, 
tha  prodotts  roliea  had  to  bo  haatily 
romovod  at  groat  riak,  la  ordor  to 
avoid  their  complota  doatraetlOB.  A 
policeman  named  Ploreo,  daallAad  by 
his  wiffl  and  a  number  of  BeofoatOTB. 
forced  his  wsy  into  the  Jewel  room 
broke  open  tlie  lewel  <  a»;e  with  a 
plrkavc.  sniioe''<<l  hims'if  between 
th»  i'.irF,  and  o-  i'  '  otfhi  of  ,i  candle 
banded  out  the  Jewela  to  his  wife.

Next  oa  our  journey  southward  we 
come  to  tho  Broad  A  i  >  ^  i  u  .  •  1  > 
flrst  floor  consists  of  ,  .ii~ni.ii  .  h^iii 
ber,  enil  not  fur  jiw.iy  in  a  narrow 
cell,  six  iVct  by  four  feci,  lit  only  b.v 
a  narrow  embrasure.  The  Broad 
Arrow  Tower  waa  used  as  a. prison 
for  atiite  offender*  d'lring  the  six- 
teenth century.  Cm-  of  iheao  offenders 
was  7ohn  Daalell,  who  engaged  with 
othera  in  a  oanaplracy  against  the 
govommoat  of  Qaooa  Mary,  and  laid 
plana  to  cat  hold  of  tha  Kxohoquor, 
whleh  at  that  Umo  waa  flllod  with 
Spanlah  money.  Bijt  Daniell  wax  laid 
by  tho  hoela  and  perinhed  on  Tower 
Hill.  UnUI  a  late  period  his  mark 
"John  Danlell.  Ia58'*  -could  be 
clearly  seen  on  the  wall  of  the  Hroad 
Arrow  Tower  where  he  wajt  connned. 

The  Salt  Towor  Is.  with  ona  OMOp- 
tloa.  tha  oldaat  ftoriioa  of  tha  whole 
Towor  of  London.  Hew  It  got  lu 
name  no  one  knows;  probably  salt 
was  onco  stored  there.  The  ground 
floor  is  a  raulted  dungeon  with  deep 
recesses  In  the  walls,  and  the  flrst 
story,  as  one  historian  writes,  "ex- 
hibits v.iriou.s  Kifrns  of  Its  having,  in 
forinor  limes,  been  tenanted  by  thf 
BufTeror  in  tlie  cause  of  rclijflon.  the 
unpitled  traitor,  and  the  violator  of 
nature  s  and  his  country's  laws.  "  One 
of  the  most  notable  prisoners  waa 
Hugh  Draper:  "ho  aoBiltho  to  bo  a 
man  at  gootdo  waaltho  it  kopitho  a 
tararao  at  Brlatewo  and  la  of  his 
naiffhheura  wall  roport^."  Noror- 
theless  Hugh  Draper  was  landed  in 
the  Bait  Tower  on  a  charge  of  sorcery 
and  magic,  and  left  various  Inijrnlous 
carvings  on  the  wall.-i  as  token  of  his 
presence. 

These  Towers,  which  aro  to  be 
oponsd  to  tho  public,  haro  In  modorn 
Umoa  boon  tho  abodoa  of  wardara  aad 
tholr  famlUaa:  In  (uturo  yoara.  thora 
eaa  ho  no  doubt,  thay  will  bo  the  ob- 
Jo«t  of  Biaay  plana  plIgrlmsreR.

A  speelsl  raseting  ei^sd  by  Mr.  G 

A.  Scarrctt.  CommtsBlbner  for  Vletoi^* 
Diatrict.  was  Ivld  on  Wednesday 
evening  at  n31  Phocmx  Place.  Tho 
Commissioner  commented  upon  the 
fact  that  In  answer  to  41  Icltera  he 
had  written  InTlUng  th*  parents  of 
James  Bay  to  attend  tb*  m*ctlng.  only 
nin*  had  att*nd*d.  and  it  waa  th*  lack 
of  support  of  th*  parents  aad  peopta 
in  general  In  Jam**  Bay  that  caused 
a  very  serious  menace  to  th*  welfare 
of  the  ..^rouf  movement  in  this  district. 

In  explaining  the  functions  of  a 
parents'  committee,  the  < 'ommiflaioner 
stated  that  it  waa  their  duty  to  raii«e 
all  fimda  raqalred  for  rent  of  head 
(luarters,  seat  of  aouipmeat.  ate.;  also 
they  had  t*  take  control  of  tbe  troop 
or  pack  should  there  bo  no  scout- 
niaater  or  naeistant  present  for  any 
rr;».»on  whatever.  The  committee  mii.<<t 
assume  responsibility  for  the  i,,ult»  of 
tiie  .scoutniaalers,  as  it  w,i..<on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  comrniltrc  that 
he  (the  Comml.iflotir r>  issued  the 
officers'  warraiita.  Mr.  Scsrrett  then 
stated  that  rather  than  carry  on  with 
apathy  he  would  diaband  tb*  troap. 
because  If  there  was  not  a  pood  oom- 
mlttee  there  could  not  be  a  troop. 

After  a  xery  long  discussion  as  to 
ways  and  mcanv.  .i  new  committee 
waa  formed  an  follows:

<  ol|<»rt  ion.  The  variety  and  th« 
langtli  of  tbo  bloonnlnic  season  of 
Umm  MibjMte  can  easily  b«  grasped 
«iMa  OB*  ffveall*  tho  WlaUr  Aeontte. 
tho  Snowdrop,  tho  oarty  Iiiaoa,  tha 
AVinf'>r  Sprlny  and  Automn-flowor- 
liiR  t  roruaes,  the  Spring  and  Autumn 
('jrclamen.  Hnd  nnny  i-ithors  Tb*- 
fact  Is  that  bulbouM  p'Hnia  may  be 
had  in  flower  at  ail  xraHoM  ot  tlio 
yoar  in  tho  rock  garden. 

Thara  ar«  plants  of  -this  elaas  that 
are  suitable  for  all  poamonn  Thoro 
are  those  ihiit  likt-  a  damp  place  and 
oih'-rii  that  liko  dry  quartpm.  \»hllf 
others  like  full  nun  anil  some  like 
shade. 

All  the  plaoU  to  ba  doalt  with  in 
this  artlela  shetild  b«  plantod  la  the 
Autunnn.  althoucb  that  Is  the  season 
of  flowering  of  not  a  few  of  them. 
It  may  seem  an  odd  time  of  the  year 
to  discuss  thene  plants,  but,  na  in 
most  cases,  the  bulbn  have  to  be  im- 
ported, It  la  not  too  early  to  think 
about  thom  and  daeldo  what  to 
order. 

Rnlbs  In  rock  gardens  should  be 
piH-Pfd  M>  «»  lo  Itrow  tliroiiRh 
palrhes  of  TTiym«',  Sedum,  Moiwrjr 
Saxifrare.  or  other  carpelins  plants 
in  order  that  their  fading  leaver  may 
be  maakad  by  the  greenery  and  bloom 
of  thMo  eleaa-growtng  rabiaets.  They 
will  thriva  andar  thaao  eeadttlons  and 
will  b«  a  joy  for  many  yaara  bafore 
they  need  to  be  disturbed. 

While  sonif  ilir  l.jlbs  nuitable 
for  the  rork  gurden  are  expensive, 
there  are  others  which  are  quite 
Within  tho  moans  of  tho  gardenor 
who  la  not  blaaMd  with  a  bulgflat 
paokotboek.  On*  thing,  howaver, 
must  be  remambArad — the  first  coet 
1.x  ihn  whoir  expense. 

The  Antherlrums  should  he  given 
n  place  ainongr  the  Blronger  growing 
planta  or  shrubs.  They  like  a  little 
ahada  and  a  aandy  aoil.  Antharleum 
Hookari  has  bright  flowara  growing 
from  eighteen  to  two  faet  high  and 
blooms  In  .Juno  Antherlcum  IJliago 
(81,  ItrrnnrdM  l.ily).  While  snd 
.\  fit  liTi  ■  II  rn  1 .1  lum!  r\i  m  i!^t,  Ilrun'rx 
Ully;,  also  white,  bloom  in  August  and 

lire  fram  twalva  to  aightaan  inches 

tall. 

Chlonodou  Llclllae  growa  about  aix 
inehaa  high,  and  tho  flowara  ara  deep 
bhM,  ahading  to  whlta  in  tha  eantre 
and  blooma  in    tha    early  Spring. 

.There    are    several    varieties,    all  of 

which   .irr  Rood 

C'olrhlcuin  (Meadow  Saffron)  are 
very  closely  allied  to  the  Crocus 
fiimlly.  They  are,  however,  rather 
larger  than  tha  trua  craeua.  Light 
aandy  Ktll  auita  tham  in  a  rather 
molat  apot.  Aa  tha  flowara  oema  be- 
fore the  leaves,  they  look  letter  grow- 
ing throuRh   a  carpet     of  Seduma, 

which  .Tl.fo  |>riilPCtH  their  bloom 
from  being  «i)laf<hpd  with  the  earth 
r.elng  mostly  I-":iH  now»^<^nK  tliry 
give  color  to  tho  garden  t^ien  it  Is 
most  needed.  They  also  look  #all 
plantad  en  graaay  alopes.  There  is  a 
graat  numbar  of  varlatlea,  but  the 
following  la  a  good  aalaction:  Col- 
chlcum  Alpiaum,  deap  rtaa  Hiac:  c. 

Autumnalr.  bright  purple:  C. 
1'a.rkiKonl    purple  netted  with  white; 

.Spectosum.  roKV  purple;  ,in('|»  C. 
Speriosum  Alburn.  «  white  form  of 
the  type  and  the  pick  of  the  family. 
All  the  above  bloom  In  the  Fall. 
Two  at  tha  beat  Spring  flowering 
varlatiaa  ara  C.  Creclflorum,  white 
atrlpad  with  ptirpla,  and  C.  Liban'o- 
tirum,  ros.v-whita. 

The  Crooua  Is  absolutely  Indis- 
pensable In  thp  rorU  carden.  riolh 
the  Sprinic  J»od  Autumn  flowering 
\arleile!^  should  he  planted  so  aa  to 
grow  through  some  close-growing 
Thyna  or  Saxifrage. 

A  aalaatian  of  tha  Fall-flowariag 
varlaUaa  would  inelada  flatlma.  yal- 
lew;  Speeloaua,  blua,  and  Zonatus. 
lilac.  There  are  doaana  of  splendid 
Kpring  flowering  varieties,  and  among 
them  II ' '~  viblan.  dark  blue; 
Antlgonr-  lilac     tipped  with 

parpla  anU  a  vfhite  edge  ("aron. 
MHffa  btva,  with  stiver  ehadlns  and 
a  purp4a  baaa;  Kathleen  Parlow, 
whlta  with  oranga  anthara:  Ka  Plus 
Ultra,  blue  tipped  with  Whlta. 

The  Krythronlmums  (Dog-tooth 
\'lolet«)  arc  too  well  known  to  need 
ftny  description.  It  may  be  said, 
however,  that  besides  the  native 
White,  pink  and  yellow  varieties, 
thara  ara  many  others,  some  natives 
ol  Suropa  and  others  from  Call 
tamla.  Nona  of  tham  are  avparlor 
to  the  Brmah  C«4H|mbla  rartatiaa. 

Snowdrops  need  OTtfy  be  mentioned, 
but  they  n*r  so  early  and  so  frer 
flowering  that  they  Khoulil  find  a 
place  In  every  gardeji.  rock  or  other- 
wise. Home  people  like  the  double 
variety. 

The  dwarf  Irlsaa  are  very  aultable 
rabJaetA  and  tha  following  will  be 
found  to  be  among  tha  baat:  Iris 
Armaria  Ukes  full  sun  and  blooms  In 

April,  i.4  from  three  to  four  Inches 
tall  and  has  a  yell»vw  flower  striped 
with  i>iirplish-bro\vn .

CaavttaiaiiMi.  m  palo  blua  varloty,  are 
probably  tha  two  baat.

fecluc,  very  i  h<-ai)  aod  \ery  beau- 
tiful. 

The  naUve  and  other  Tnlliums  are 
splendid  in  the  Spring  in  a  somewha.t 
ahady  apat  that  la  not  too  dry.  They 
ara  baaatifal  aa  aiagla  apaelmana  or 
in  tha  maaa. 

There  are  a  few  members  ot  the 
Tulip  family  that  should  not  be  over- 
looked ("luKiana  (the  I-idy  Tutipt 
IS  p<  ihiip'<  fi-  I  ■  -It  known  of  dwarfs, 
but  llaageri.  which  is  crimson  and 
black  with  a  yellow  centre,  and 
which  is  six  inches  tall,  and  rerslca 
(the  Paraian  Tulip),  thraa  inches 
Mgh  and  yallow  and  bronsa  in  eolor. 

are  equally  good. 

The  Anemones  .irr  among  the  best 
rock  garden  flowers.  They  will  grow 
in  son  or  h.iif  shade.  The  followlnif 
Is  a  good  selection  A  titanda,  six 
inehaa  high,  blur  flow  cm  in  Kebru- 
ary  and  March.  There  Is  a  blue  and 
white  varlaty  aallad  nianda  Sythln- 
ica.  A.  Naraoroaa  ia  aky  blue,  grows 
SIX  inehaa  tall  and  blooma  in  April; 
A.  Apennlna,  both  blue  and  white, 
are  also  well  worth  growing. 

The  hardy  Cyclamens  may  be  had 
In  both  Hprmg  and  Kail  blooming 
variaUes,  C.  Coum.  red,  and  <'.  Al- 
bum, whlta,  grow  three  inches  high, 
blooaa  ia  March,  and  ara  happy  in 
half  dhador  aMMa  liaapaHtaaawn. 
rad,  blooma  In  Saptembar,  la  three 
Inches  high  and  doea  well  in  either 
full  sun  or  half  shade.  It  may  be 
mentioned  in  paning  that  the  hardy 
(■yclamens  do  well  under  trees, 
where  most  plants  refuse  to  grow. 

Tha  above  ia  a  goodly  list  of  bulb- 
ova  planta  far  tha  reek  garden,  bat 
thara  ara  many  otbara,  each  aa 
Anemathaea  ernanta.  with  roay-crim- 
son  flowers  In  Baptamber  and  which 
like  sun;  the  Summer  flowering 
('alo<hortus.  In  many  colors,  tlic 
KriUlLarlaa,  in  many  varieties,  bloom- 
ing from  May  onward;  I.apeyrousla 
Ancepa,  with  purple,  flowers  in  Sep- 
tember, and  Lapayronsla  Corymboaa, 
with  blue  flewera  in  iCay;  the  Leuee- 
ioma.  or  Snawflahea,  nearly  all  of 
which  bloom  in  the  Fall;  the  native 
and  other  hardy  Orchids,  which  need 
'<[>e(  i.ii  care  to  be  .niccessf u  1 .  th(> 
."^lernbergias.  or  Autumn  t1owcriri« 
I'affodiln.  and  the  Winter-flowering 
i^phranihus.  both  pink  and  red. 

If  the  reader  wiahea  to  go  further 
Into  thia  aubjoet  let  him  delve  into 
tha  maay' exeellant  hooka  he  will  flad 
in  tha  library  dealing  with  rock 
gardens,  but  let  him  remember  also 
that  a  number  of  bulbn  of  a  variety 
will  make  a  much  better  show  In  the 
rock  garden  th.in  one  or  two  of  a 
great  many  varieties.  This  applies  to 
planta  in  general,  and  Is  often  over- 
looked. Maaaing  la  the  key  to  beau- 
tifal  garden  deaign.  and  the  writer

In- 
termediate and  the  Blenninii.  rpqulre 
a  aomewhat  different  tre«imeni. 

Ten  Week  utocks.  Homci  ime.i  un- 
foriiinatel,  Ul>olled  liermun  Ten- 
Week  '  Kinnily  because  this  waa  a 
flower  largely  t.iken  hold  of  by  Oar- 
man  growers.

A  atrain  of  Ten-Week  stocks  brought 
to  high  perfection  by  F:ngiish  grow- 
ers, known  as  Pyramidal.  fr.Mii  ih.> 
largo  pyramid  of  flowers  ihpy  pro- 
duce, in  undoubtedly  the  t.p.«:  r«<>rl  to 
))rocure  These,  (he  Ten -Week  stocks, 
iret  thpir  n.Tine  from  the  supposed 
fact  that  they  come  Into  bloom  ten 
weeks  from  the  time  of  80#ing  tha 
seed,  though  whether  thia  to  gener- 
ally the  case  ia  aomewhat  open  to 
doubt.  sun  they  furnish  flowers 
from  MIdaummer  onward  until  the 
flowering  atema  beoome  rasved  aad 

g.iunt. 

Where  a  succession  in  wanted,  and 
it  Is  difficult  to  imagine  the  garden 
without  their  presence,  the  Interme- 
diate stocks  may  be  used.  These,  if 
sown  about  the  end  of  March  and 
planted  out  just  about  new.  will  yield 
a  magnificent  harveat  of  freoh 
blooma  la  Auguat  and  September, 
and  cvoo  until  the  edge  of  winter 
they  can  alao  be  aown  In  .July  or 
August  for  flowering  early  in  the 
Ppring. 

The  same  i*  true  of  the  real  bi- 
ennials, th»  Itrompton  stocks.  Sown 
ill  July  they  ait*  transplanted  in  the 
Autumn  to  where  they  are  to  bloom, 
care  belag  takea  that  their  hablUtion 
is  In  a  eheltarod  apot.  aa  maeh  damp 
aad  cold  will  cauaa  them  to  perish. 
Wl  h  this  preoaution,  however,  the 
stocks  begin  to  show  their  bloaeom

A  few 
nuiy  be  raaarved  In  pota,  and  when 
the  singlaa  appear  the  potted  plants 
msy  take  their  place,  providing  they 
In  turn  are  not  single.  Mut  even  the 
single  flowers.  i>rovided  they  are  not 
too  ilominant.  have  .i  nimple  beauty 
which  bhould  at  kaJl  cIk  It  tolerance, 
though,  of  toiirse.  the  doubles  are 
undoubtedly  more  handsome

By  now  I  expect  you  have  found 
that  you  are  not  the  only  ones  who  are 
very  much  interested  In  your  nt- 
lempf  <  '  1  raise  nice  flowers  and  veg- 
ci.,tt)l'  s  I'oNsibly  one  fine  morning 
you  went  to  y,i  i  (  Tden  .i-id  I'o'jr  d 
a  slug  hurr.\in)f  that  wa.\,  loo,  with 
the  hope  of  >;citin^  Home  frcrih  younv; 
lettuce  for  breakfast,  or  if  y  »u 
possess  a  'rose  tree  you  may  have 
found  some  wlckotl  little  grub*  neativ 
rolled  up  in  the  young  leavee  and 
reeding,  of  all  things,  Upon  the  w<;e 
rose  buds  which  you  were  cxpfCtlns 
to   Idoom   ?<o  heaiJlifully 

The  fact  i,»  .i  K^ird-  ner  really  has 
to  be  quite  u  lui  ..f  ,i  Holdier  as  well, 
always  ready  to  light  the  wicked 
enemies  of  the  beautiful  flowera  and 
useful  vegetablea,  ao  we  may  aa  well 
dlacuaa  thia  time  soma  of  the  methods 
of  warfare. 

To  begin  with,  the  black  aont  that 
conies  from  ><iur  <  himneys  Ik  h  inont 
\aluable  weapon  against  slugs  and 
many  insects.  They  hate  It  and  will 
iivold  It  If  possible.  But  the  plants 
love  It  beoauae  it  ia  a  good  fertUixer 
and  makea  them  grow  and  awelia 
their  flower  buds.  So  you  see  it  does 
two  good  things  nt  once.  Never  let 
any  soot  be  wasted  when  you  see  the 
chimneys  clean<Ml,  liui  save  it  f or  its 
usefulness  in  the  garden.  To  use  Ir 
against  Insect.s  It  must  be  sprinkled 
dry  around  tbe  planta.  After  a  time, 
aa  you  water  tbe  garden,  this  will 
wash  down  into  the  aoil  and  benefl'. 
the  planta,  and  irau  eai^  apply  another 
dustin;;  of  tha  aoot  for  tha  benellt  of 
the  enemy. 

Soot  will  keep  slURS  from  your 
plants,  but  if  one  is  near  by  It  can 
easily  be  Killed  hy  sprinkling  salt  <in 
It,  or  it  can  be  put  Into  a  tin  contain- 
ing salt  and  ashes.  I  do  hope  you 
don't  know  by  experience  anything 
about  eotworms.  They  are  almut  an 
inch  long  and  have,  such  sharp  teeth 
that  they  can  bite  through  a  young 
<abb;»Ke  stalk  In  the  night,  nnd  you 
will  SCO  the  poor  cabbage  wilting  on 
the  ground  next  mornina  If  such  a 
calamity  haiipens  JuHt  diR  round  the 
stump  of  the  bitten-off  plant  and  you 
Will  probably  And  the  cutworm  there 
near  the  aoene  of  hia  miadoeda.  Two 
H tones,  with  the  cutworm  between 
them,  is  the  usual  mode  of  execu- 
tion. 

As  for  those  grubs  that  curl  ihcm- 
>elvrs  in  rose  |ea\cx  si|i).ishlng  l.s  the 
the  only  fate  for  ihcTn.  Kxamine  the 
tips  of  the  .'hoots  carefully  and  re- 
move each  grub.  But  you  will  also 
Fee  a  tiny  green  Inaeet  very  probably. 
Tills  Is  an  aphis,  and  he  lives  by 
.Micklnff  the  Juices  of  the  plant,  and 
when  there  are  crowds  of  tlicm  of 
cour.se  they  do  the  iiL-vnt  much  In 
Jury.  Our  little  friend  th"  lady 
bird  Is  a  fcrcat  one  for  killing  aphides 
-that's  the  plural  for  aphla — but  If 
they  are  very  numeroua  aoapy  water 
sprinkled  well  over  the  plant  will 
cften  kill  them.

branches  do  splendidly.  Put  them 
nrmly  In  the  ground  or  the  whole 
may  topple  doam  when  the  climbers 
are  well  grown.  Then  at  each  stick 
plant  l^o  <ir  three  seeds  of  scarlet 
runner  bean'  The.se  will  soon  grow 
up  nnd  make  ,-i  nice  leafy  covering 
for  the  house.  Of  course,  you  will 
like  care  flrat  that  the  aoil  is  the 
''ama  as  you  would  uae  for  growing 
;>nythlng  well  In,  that  ia,  nice  rich 
^oii  and  well  dug.  and  aearlet  run- 
nors  like  plenty  of  water;  then  they 
will  grow  very  quickly  The  nice 
srnrlel  flowers  are  quite  pretty, 
and  if  you  like  you  can  now  ii  few 
nasturtiums  as  welt,  but  they  will 
not  grow  as  high  as  the  l>eana  If 
you  want  a  permanent  Summer- 
houae  try  to  remember  in  the  Pall  to 
get  a  climber  name'd  Clematis 
montana.  Tt  Is  In  bloom  now  and 
cr.vers  gre  i'  ■-■|..-ices  with  Its  lovely 
\  hite  Mos«oi>i«  Then  a  honey.xuckle 
on  the  other  side  would  give  you 
more  flowers  Just  as  the  clematia  Is 
over.  Ilcsos  arc  apt  to  scratch  one 
if  the  ahofKs  are  not  carefully  ttod 
up  oat  of  the  way,  but  If  you  want 
one  very  much  pretty  Dorothy 
Perkins  would  make  it  a  bower  of 
pink  flowers  in  July  nnd  Augaat.

Where  land  is  Olmitad,  aa  it  to  ia 
the  eauairy  whara  aaly  a  aanali  ex- 
teat  haa  been  cleared,  or  In  town 

where  It  consists  only  of  the  back 
yard  of  the  average  lot.  Ingenuity 
must  come  forward  to  make  the  most 
of  if.  It  in  safe  lo  say  that  «  arcely 
any  vegetable  j>«tch  yields  all  it  i.s 
capable  of  yielding  «ith  ordinary 
skill  and  forethought.  'r»o  thing.':  are 
neceasary  to  Increaaad  cropping,  the 
soil  must  be  fairly  rich  ta  ataad  it. 
and  there  muat  ba  aoma  water  avail- 
able. Thto  last  condition  to  met 
eaaily  enough  in  town,  but  in  the 
eountry  there  In  often  a  piece  of  bot- 
tom land  whi.li  culti\atlon  can 
be  made  to  con.->ci\e  the  necessary 
moisture. 

Succession  should  always  he  care- 
fully atudied.  Here  to  an  inaUnce  of 
a  aim  pie  character.  A  home  gardener 
cleared  off  a  row  of  early  peaa  about 
the  middle  of  June,  and  at  once 
aowed  aome  augar  beets  along  the 

row.  In  November  he  sold  these 
beets  to  a  nelghborine;  oulkrn.in  for 
half  a  cent  a  pound  riri  rcaltr.ed 
II  .SO  for  that  one  Iillle  row  of  40 
fret  .  the  pround  was  then  cle.ir  for 
planting  out  Au(;ust  sown  cabbagea 
for  cutting  this  Spring.  8ugar  heeta 
come  In  particularly  wall  aa  a  auc- 
ceaaion  crop  ainea  they  much  prefer 
being  aown  in  warm  waalhar,  and 
they  are  invaluable  If  a  cow  to  kept, 
or  goats  or  chickens.  Thouaand- 
headed  kale  is  another  crop  that  can 
be  .siniilarl.\  ii.«(cd  if  live.--iock  of  any 
kind  IS  kept,  .-ind  if  none  is  keiii  a<  tu- 
ally  on  the  place  n  m  .ilw.iss  i">- 
fiblp  to  (lisiiOHc  of  It  to  iieiRhbor.-  who 
ha\e  niore  Inestock  than  Kifden.  If. 
on  the  other  hand,  a  crop  la  wanted 
for  kitchen  uae.  'broccoli.  Brussels 
apeeata,  aaamiawer  ar  ealefp -eaw  -be 
planted.  Nor  la  it  neeeakary  to  watt 
until  the  first  crop  Is  cleared.  Thua 
if  .\i)U  expect  to  get  rid  of  the  flrat 
crop  in  about  three  weeUjj  after  you 
have  yoiir  siicc"..,f.|on  croi)  reads  for 
transplanting,  yoii  need  not  retard 
them  and  prob.ibly  injure  them  by 
keeping  them  l>.i<  k  .Simply  plant 
down  the  rows  between  the  extoting 
crop  nnd  the  shade  of  it  will  be  an 
actual  benefit  in  getting  the  young 
ptonta  aafely  atarted.  Then  by  the 
time  the  /irat  crop  fcan  be  cleared  the 
extra  light  and  air  will  bo  beneficial 
to  the  new  crop 

Now  when  thia  is  done  you  will 
find  that  your  ground  looks  pretty 
empty  with  only  the*  young  plants 
of  the  new  crop  to  be  aeen.  But  It 
is  not  neeeaaary  to  atay  empty. 
Simply  BOW  tettuae,  radtoh.  beetroot, 
shorthorn  csrrots,  white  table  turnips 
or  aplnuch.  all  of  which  will  make 
their  ;;rowlh  and  be  removed  before 
the  sturdier  Winter  greens  want  all 
tho  room.  This  methoil  of  t.iking  off 
.1  quick  growing  crop  from  the 
.spaces  between  the  plants  uf  a  longer 
growing  crop  Is  called  catch-crop- 
ping, and  It  ahould  be  practised  much 
more  extensively  than  It  to. 

For  example,  most  people  when 
they  conduct  a  vi,«ltor  through  lhe,r 
\  ej;i  t  ;i  h'-  g.irdens  in  Spring  shfiw 
o'f  row.H  of  leltucfs  and  radishe.s, 
then  c.irrots  and  so  on.  nnd  when  lh<' 
Bpring  crops  are  off.  the  groujiil  i.-i 
considered  to  havo  done  Its  duty. 
Much  better  Is  the  way  of  looking 
upon  these  aalad  tl|ing[(  as  only  tem- 
porary ooeupanta,  ne\fr  giving  them 
a  apace  to  themaelvea  but  aowing 
them  between  the  rowa  of  parsnips, 
potatoen.  and  so  on,  or  else  If  sown 
by  themselves  let  them  be  regarded 
as  oiilv  holding  life  ground  until  the 
r<-k;iilir  crop  df  Winter  Kreena  is 
re.\,l\  I  r  i  i  ■  s  p  l.i  n  t  i  n  n      out.  Some 

may  object  that  the  lellucea  will  not 
have  attained  full  size  by  then,  but 
the  ordinary  cabbage  lettuce  to  much 
more  delicate  if  cut  before  maturity. 
Tha  only  Exception  to  the  eoa,  which 
muat  be  allowed  to  make  fine  heads 
In  order  to  get  the  Mmchci  leivr^ 
of  the  heart,  and  as  it  h,ipiipnH  ihii 
\,iiipt\  i,q  not  nearly  n'>  eilensixely 
grown  here,  probably  becau.>-e  it  dues 
not  lend  itself  so  well  to  salads. 

One  thing  muat  be  attended  tu, 
and  that  ia  the  proper  moiatneaa  of 
the  soil  before,  aowing  or  tranaplant- 
Ing  the  new  crop.    If  the  anil  ta  dry 

it  mu,«t  be  made  thoroughly  moist 
before  planting,  after  ptantlBg  it  may 
be  sbailed  until  the  seefis  ,T  re  up  or 
the  plants  estftbli.'^hed  a."*  the  caae 
may  be. 

On  Winning  Out 

^^^^^  1  , 

What  would  you  do  If  you  owned 
a  farm  "of  acrea  of  tMn  toad  leano 
ing  up  againat  ateep  hllla" — would  you 
sell  out  and  look  for  better  land,  or 
abandon  farming,  or  finally,  find  out 
what  your  land  was  reAlly  good  for 
and  specialize  In  that? 

This  waa  the  question  that  con- 
fronted two  brothers.  In  Indtona 
whoae  atory  to  told  in  the  current 
nambar  of  Parm  aad  Fireaide,  and 
their  decialon  may  point  a  moral  for 
us  even  in  this  favored  locality. 
Mixed  farming  on  their  farm  waa  a 
discouraging  buslnesa,  but  the  owners 
had  noticed  that  the  app1e><  in  the 
farm  orchard  always  did  weii  and 
they  decided  to  ppeci.ili/.e  in  urchard- 
log.  Thto,  of  courae,  meant  laying 
oHt  money  for  which  they  ooald  not 
expoet  returna  for  aoma  yoara,  eo 
they  grew  otrawberrlea  and  rflipber- 
riea  for  quicker  returna  while  they 
waited  for  their  apple  crops.  They 
set  the  apple  trees  36  feet  aiiart.  and 
planted  three  rows  of  rasr>berrles  at 
Intervals  of  nine  fppt  apart  between 
the  trees.  Then  they  cared  for  the 
treea  Just  as  if  they  were  expecting 
a  crop  of  apples  right  awsy.  They 
never  pauaed  in  tbe  programme  of 
cultivating,  pruning  and  apraylng:  if 
they  had  they  waald  not  hare  got 
tbe  reoalta  they  did. 

Tt  was  eight  yeara  from  the  time 
when  these  trees  were  planted  befi.re 
a<lequate  res'ults  were  gained,  but  ih- 
crops  of  finp,  perfect  apples  Ih.it  now 
always  fetch  top  pri(es  In  the  mar- 
kets are  the  reward  for  the  unremit- 
ting effort.  Two  factors  contributed 
to  the  succeaa  of  the  eoterprlaa.  First 
Ibey  aUyed  with  it,  aad  aaw 
through/  thoagh  it  meant  only  tb. 
barest  living  whito  they  were  putting 
every  cent  back  Into  the  orchards, 
and  secondly,  they  set  themselves  to 
acquire  every  bit  of  Information 
about  their  business  Tkev  "re»<l 
books  «nd  bulletins,  visited  eiprri- 
mentat  sisiions.  talked  with  orrhard- 
iata.  got  exfensloa  workers  to  Inspect 
their  fsrm.  attended  abort  course* 
asd  farm  eonvontteno;  ia  brtof,  took 
advainga  of  ovary  apnft«sn»  to 


learn  how  to  got  big  ytolda  of  good 
appiaa." 

They  now  produce  only  raapl>errlee 
and  apples.  All  their  produce  la 
><ild  to  one  commission  mun  in  a 
town  of  :14  000.  where  most  of  It  Is 
ion-.  Jill, d  'llil-i  IS  not  because  lliev 
Hii  (tie  oniN  (;iowera  of  raspberriee 
and  ai>i>le,-<  toil  becauae  they  have  got 
the  numo,  und  aa  a  raault  have  got 
tiie  trade.  Tha  fruit  is  exactly  up 
to  apoclfioation,  and  it  uavally  geu  a 
premhim  over  the  rogutor  prioeo.  The 
apRtoa  are  graded  as  aweepatakes, 
extra  fancy,  funcy  and  choice,  and 
the  best  sre  wrapped  In  ttosue  paper. 
Only  the  Winter  apples  are  grown  to 
•  \oid  the  t;iut  which  alaraya  attend 

the  earl>  applea. 

.Suih  a  story  of  winning  through  by 
sheer  persistence  and  intelligent 
work  is  an  encouragement  to  all  who 
Intend  to  sUy  by  the  land.  Uiscour- 
agements  come  In  plenty,  no  matter 
what  trade  ur  profcaaion  to  choaen. 
Too  often  they  arlae  from  our  ex- 
pecting to  reap  where  we  have  not 
sown.  This  ia  the  case  with  moat  be- 
Kinn«'r.s  in  un  industr\'.  They  Tall  to 
realixc  their  lack  of  experience,  and 
they  ei^pei  t  I'Biilts  «hen  they  have 
Invested,  Bome  money  it  may  be.  and 
considerable  hinl  work,  but  insuffi 
cient  knowledge.  Kspcclaliy  i«  this 
the  roek  upon  which  an  many  enter- 
priaee  are  wrecked  in  thia  country, 
where  people  ara  going  lato  the  dif- 
ferent branchea  of  production  with- 
out a  lifelong  experience.  The  diffi- 
culty can  be  overcome,  of  course,  of 
incalculable  help  la  the  mass  of  gov- 
ernmeut  itiformation  always  avail- 
able, particularly  the  local  lectures 
and  a  dd  rcssoM.  where  particular  ad- 
\ice  alidut  oneji  own  special  soil  and 
cro|i.-<  can  be  obtained.  Sometimes 
t  he  conditiona  of  auoccaa  depend 
upon  changing  the  variety,  aometimca 
upoli  the  syatem  of  culture.  It  may 
l>e  only  n  comparatively  email  thing 
th.ir  is  wrong,  hence  the  wisdom  of 
doing  a,^  the.ve  apple  jrrowers  did  in 
reaching  oul  for  every  bit  of  avail- 
nble  i  n  f  orni.i  I  ion.  Then  there  Ih  the 
wisdom  of  ;»tickin»;  lo  it;  jierhajiM  thi.s 
year  will  Kive  siu-ces.s.  At  anj  rate 
It  will  bring  added  cjiperient;e  which 
may  contribute  to  success  in  (he  end.

It  is  doubtful  whether  any  other 
c!a«s  of  poultr\  is  given  so  little 
serious  attention  as  the  c4ipon.  Au- 
thoritative and  holpful  information 
regardiag  thia  royal  bird  ia  meagre, 
and  yet  I  know  of  no  other  that 
requlrea  each  proper  publicity  as  he. 
For  this  reason  I  am  led  to  give  a 
few  of  my  experiences  with  capons. 
In  the  hofie  that  the  information  wllj 
prove  to  siU'ie  help  to  Others, 

I    hive  handling  capons  ex- 

clusively and  extensively  (or  some 
time  now.  Consequently  I  have  given 
them  conaiderable  and  apeetol  atudy, 
and  have  found  out  a  number  of  In- 
teresting things.  I  am  at  present  de- 
veloping a  capon  farm  upon  a  com- 
inorclal-sized  scale.  All  Indications 
point  to  the  fact  that  the  capon  can 
be  handled  in  such  a  manner  Hut  i  i 
this  care  various  elements  enter 
which  we  do  not  flnd  In  other  kinds 
of  domestic  poultry.  And  what  is 
more,  I  am  not  able  to  gather  much 
practical  Information  upon  tha  aub- 
Ject  to  be  of  any  real  help  to  me. 
The  an.swers  I  receive  .i  i-i-  v.i»cije.  deal 
with  the  wonderful  proflts  in  capons, 
and  other  propaganda  of  tho  aanw 
r  haracter. 
Tho  Qaciatlon  of  Kxtra  lArgc  HIae 

I  had  been  under  the  impreaaion 
that  capona  would  grow  to  tremen- 
dous size  in  a  abort  time  on  little 
f»ed.  I  had  thoucht  that  T  would 
double  their  f.i7.i-  In  .i  given  time,  as 
conipared  tn  nrdin.irv  mile  birds.  I 
had  111...  1,1  iiriil'  T  the  lielief  that  my 
losses  would  be  practically  nothinn, 
that  my  feed  bill  would  be  very  lit- 
tle— and  many  other  aueh  atatementa 
which  my  peraonal  experience  haa 
shown  must  be  modifled.  Tlie  capon 
;s  a  source  of  very  satisfactory  protlts 
If  we  handle  him  and  understand 
h  ni  aright  Tbe  lonRer  I  am  in  the 
•  hw  k'fi  business,  the  firmer  I  am  of 
the  belief  that  the  most  helpful  and 
really  encouragiVtg  information  In 
that  which  telle  the  truth  and  lets  it 
gn  at  that,  mowing  accounts  give  na 
temporary  and  often  false  hope  which 
coes  Kllmmerinc;  in  ,-i  short  time. 
Ic.'ivlng  th"  ashes  of  ili.sa  i«polnte,i 
hopes.  True  accounts,  on  the  other 
blind  prepare  us  for  what  we  must 
expect,  and  we  gain  rather  than  luae 
In  enthoaiaam  and  courage  aa  we  flnd 
out  we  have  good  chances  to  realiac 
our  hopes.  One  man,  and  he  is  a 
shrewd  business  man.  Mild  to  me 
oncer  "One  thing  I  have  found  about 
the  chicken  titisiness.  You  i  .i  n  haid- 
ly  believe  .inything  yfiii  hear."  A  flne 
sort  of  Indictment,  isn't  that?  And 
yet  pretty  true  of  many  of  us. 
Poultry  writera  muat  bear  theif  bur- 
dan  of  tbia  blame,  ao  I  am  going  to 
tell  the  plain,  unvarnished  truth,  i 
might  just  ns  welt  In  the  beclnnlng. 
for  sooner  or  later  what  1  write  will 
be  found  either  to  be  one  tU»g  or 

the  other 

The  operation  of  caponlxlng  doea 
rrore  than  merely  remove  the  repro- 
ductive organa  of  the  fowl.  It  takea 
away  a  certain  life  force,  or  energy — 
call  It  what  you  will — that  per- 
manently lowers  the  fowl  s  \  itallty 
and  therefore  ability  to  withstand  the 
\iciaaitudes  of  life  It  Is  not  neces- 
sarily se.lously  weakened.  but 
I  doubt  whether  capons — and 
especially  thoae  kept  In  larger 
iiniu  —  ever  ran  atand  the  abuae 
and  lark  of  proper  care  that 
other  fowla  can.  and  "get  away  with 
it  ■• 

This  Is  logical  to  expect  The  vital 
life  forces  connected  with  the  repro- 
ductive organs  give  males  a  strength, 
nnd  sturdineaa,  and  an  energy  which 
the  enaaacutoted  chicken  canaot  hope 


Basing  our  whole  care  on  thto  as- 
sumption— and  few  disinterested  and 
experienced  poultrymen  wi;i  dis- 
agree with  me  -  we  flnd  that  capons 
need  a  little  extra  nuralag,  a  bit  more 
xttentlon  to  details. 

Paraoaaliy;  I  believe  It  better  to- 
grow  capoaa  In  fairly  email-  pnlia, 
Kay  aot  mftra  thaa  one  iMmdiad  ta  the 
flock.  They  can  be  ralead  anomm- 
felly  In  larger  ones,  but  It  re<|tilres 
special  attention  and  knowledge  In 
c.ny  case,  all  capons  require  uneon- 
tamlnated  ground.  The  greener,  the 
rrore  permanent,  abundant  and  ex- 
tensive tha  range,  the  better.  In  the 
earlier  gUgam  of  their  "aapoakoad." 
they  i«h#i  «Mlo  frooly,  growtag  leag

If 
identy  of  ahade  range  be  avaltoble, 

no  particular  limit  need  be  placed  on 
their  numbers  running  together, 
within  reason.  I  run  from  760  to 
1.000  together  for  .scv-'t.ii  nmlithd 
with  a  low  mortality  percentage. 

The  following  Bummer  feeding 
achedule  may  prove  of  lataroat  and 
help.

:t  A  plentiful  grain  feodlnc  at 
nlRht     all  they  will  take 

4.  Dry  mash  nnd  pl'-niv  of  <-lear, 
cool  water  before  them  at  all  times. 

6.  If  fowla  aeem  a  little  oft  par.  a 
recognised  tonic  or  regulator  mair  be 
placed  in  the  dry  mash  In  reaaoaabla 
quantities  I  am  not  generally  an 
advocate  of  any  sort  of  aids  of  thia 
kind,  but  occasionally  they  are  ef- 
fective If  not  used  too  frequently 
and  In  too  srea!  doses. 

6.  If  shade  and  nali;ral  green  for 
age  be  further  supplied,  the  capon 
haa  a  pretty  good  oort  of  home. 

7.  Clean  the  drop  boarda  at  leaat 
once  per  week,  giving  them  a  atrnng 
disinfectant  spraying  each  time,  espe- 
cially in  the  warm  weather,  Look 
most  carefully  and  persistently  for 
any  mites,  and  ex.imine  for  body  lice 
frequently.  Vermin  soon  sap  the 
vitality  of  the  capon,  and  he  goea  to 
piecea  quickly,,  with  Ittlie  cMaaca  of 
recovery. 

K  In  addition  to  this.  I  remove  and 
ihange  thv>  floor  lifter  whenever  It 
f-pems  necessarv.  varving  Wtth  the 
time  spent  in  the  houses 

Capona  cannot  stand  much  In- 
clement weather  without  adequate 
protection.  They  catch  cold  rather 
easily,  and  a  ^TMght  and  damp- 
proof  house  la  abaolutely  eaeenttal  to 
their  welfare. 

If  regular  laving  quarters  are  con- 
verted Into  capon  houses,  be  sure  t.i 
make  partiliuns  e\ery  twenty  to 
twenty -flva  foot  to  prevent  floor 
draughta. 

If  colony  houaea  be  employed  they 
should  be  made  tight  and  aa  light 
and  comforUble  as  poaalbV. 

A  large  flock  uf  capons  requli't-s 
constant  watchfulness.  I  pick  oT. 
any  cme  that  looka  'ofr"  lb"  minute 
I  see  him.  nnd  give  him  individual 
treatnaent,  if  it  worth  while. 

One  thing  I  use  freely  and  fre- 
qvantly— -Bpeom  aalta.  A  pouad  of 
aalis  In  the  noon  motot  naaah  for  500 
to  760  fowls  twice  per  week  aeetnn  to 
keep  their  bowels  in  good  condition, 
the  fuwls  freer  from  intestinal  para- 
sites, and  tbe  appetite  keener.  A 
capon  easily  falls  prey  to  these  un 
welcome  guests,  so  the  sooner  they 
are  apeedcd  on  their  way,  the  better 

t^re  should  be  eaerdaed  not  t  > 
feed  too  bountifully  during  the  day. 
Induced  exercise  la  needed  to  keep 
tapons  from  getting  sluggish  'If  the 
morning  scratch  seem.s  to  lake  trie 
edge  from  their  appetltea  for  tite  noon 
maah,  reduce  the  former  to  little  or 
naao  at  all. 

Irreap active  of  •whether  yoo  nm 
year  aapoaa  la  Urge  or  amaller  anlis 
liv  Sammar,  when  winter  eom*s,  th.ey 
ahould  be  run  In  fairly  small  flocks 
t  partition  a  wOO  Capacity  l.ivine 
house  into  Ave  Hections.  placing  be 
iween  eighty  ;  «  ninety  capons  t  .

The  rooatara,  and  evaa 
the  hena,  will  alta«  alUMk,  ammav, 
browbeat  and  faMfmlly  MM  %mm  by 
wearing  their  aplrtt  down,  of  which 
they  have  but  a  email  stork  In  any 
case  I'.eing  somewhat  more  aua- 
ceptible  to  disease.',  they  may  en- 
danger valoable  breedera  and  l.ivers 
I  have  heard  of  one  prominent  breed- 
er who  went  iato  oMpoM  ogtaaalvalp 
and  very  enthdgl— lldally.  Mo  fonad 
the  two  did  not  aila  wall,  and  cava 
up  the  capons  after  leamfSg  a  few 
rather    expensive  lessona, 

rnquesilonahly  the  capon  stands 
unique  as  a  table  fowl.  If  given  tha 
proper  surroundlnga  and  a  tliardgth 
knowledge  of  tUm  iiaeda  ia  combined 
wtth  a  eorratt  feeding  routine,  he 
does  very  well,  and  can  be  the  means 
of  much  profit.  Without  these  ««s- 
ncntlals.  no  poultry  business  can  spell 
fanter  nor  more  complete  diaaater 
than  a  commercial  capon  enterprla4.

It  la  to  be  hoped  that    he  will  be 

presented      with      a       less  deceptive 

Vlamor  than  have  other  branchea  of 
the  poultry  world. 

Value  of  a  Good  Bull 

The  real  dairyman  uaaa  eaiy  MUl- 
elaaa  airaa. 

A  bull  ahould  be  more  than  Just  a 
bull.  Ancestry  counts  in  bulls  as  In 
men  lioiibtfiil  ancestors  are  an  ex- 
pensive luxury  in  the  dairy  buaiaeab. 

Two  eroaaeo  to  a  good  bull  by  ac- 
tual teat  ratoad  the  yearly  milk  rec- 
ord from  thkt  of  the  scrub  cow  of 
3.M7.'>.  {loiinda  to  i:.K04  pounda  In  the 
granddaughter  and  the  fat  from  111 
pounds  to  4I>  pounds. 

A  good  bull  may  so  Increaae  tha 
milk  production, of  a  herd  and  OO  in- 
creaae the  value'  of  oitspring  of  the 
<  owa  as  to  amoant  la  a  few  years  to 
the  value  of  a  flPMoalaaa  purabrad 

herd. 

II.4V1I1C  selected  the  bent  bull  you 
can  nfford,  do  not  butcher  him  uatil 
hit.  worth  haa  been  aacertaladd.  Tau 
may  have  a  gold  miae  in  him.

Conflrmatlon  nay  for  tho  children 
of  the  Jewish  religious  schools  «iii  he 
held  In  m.-^n.v  of  the  a)'najtogues  on 
.\«oniUv  morning.  May  21.  and  will  be 
ohaervrd  in  conneotioi)  with  the  Faagt 
of  Weeka.  Thla  faatival  la  known  In 
Hebrew  aa  Shabuoth,  and  la  colebrat- 
ed  alao  among  the  orthodox  on  the 
following  day  aa  well. 

In  the  dawn  of  history  the  Keast 
of  Weeks  w.i...  ont>  of  the  three  ag- 
ricultural festlxala  obaerved  by  the 
Israelites  of  rsiblical  generations,  its 
principal  ot>>ect  being  to  bring  offer- 
ings in  thankfulnsaa  for  tho  ripening 
of  the  flrst  fnilta  and  grains.  (Deut. 
!<:!•.)  These  were  laid  on  the  al- 
tar at  the  Temple  in  Jerusalem  as 
free'-wlll  offerings  unto  Cod.  Thither 
the  pilKrlrnnges  were  made  and  peo- 
ple in  vast  numbers  gathered  to  oCTor 
ihunkaglvlng  for  the  new  crop,  la 
other  words  this  festival  of  early 
Biblioal  timea  wia  an  agrtealtoral 
eae,  obaerved  at  th*  end  of  the  frst 
eevoa  weeka  of  Spring  planting. 

It  was  due  to  the  Influence  of  the 
raobia  of  the  T.ilmudlc  period  that 
this  prlmlUw  and  natural  harvest 
festival  of  a  farming  folk  was  trans- 
formed into  a  hiatorlcal  feaat  com- 
memorative of  the  glviag  of  the  Ten 
Commandmenta  on  Mount  Sinai.

The  addltleaal  atraia 
thrown  upon  theae  departmenta 
means  fncrMtaed  staff  and  natuijHy 
Inoreaaed  expense.  When  the  course 
of  ho.spltal  treatment  la  completed 
the  patient  must  continue  his  Inaulln 
and  also  hi«  carefully  regtilated  diet 
indefinitely  Now  it  la  almost  an  Im- 
poaaibility  for  the  ordinary  Individual 
from  a  poor  home  to  carry  on  thto 
ronUae:  It  has  been  tried  and  they 
have  returned  to  boapiUl  broken 
down  again  after  two  or  three  daya 
In  a  well-to-do  household,  where  the 
housskeeplng  la  on  a  larger  aoale, 
Ihere  la  not  the  aame  difficulty.  It 
will  be  obvious  from  the  foregoing

HosplUls  are  unable  to  meet  their 

ordinary  expenses  and  ahonid  not  be

•hose  ariuble  to  pay  for  it.  The  soale 
'  payment."!  made  by  the  munirlpali- 
'ie«  for  patlenta  unable  to  pay  for 
their  treatment  was  calculated  for 
"ordinary  heapltal  treatment,"  and 
meeta  only  a  fraetlon  ot  tbe  cost  of 
diabetic  treatmsttt,  oonaequeatly  tbe 
hospital  carrlea  a  charge  la  tbsae 
cases  which  should  mere  prdparly 
fall  on  the  rates.

Memories  of  an 
Adventurous  Trip 


Although  the  women  of  flfty  years 
ati'O  did  nut  rnjoy  the  franchise  nor 
the  social  freedom  of  today.  they 
\»rrr  by  no  meana  lacking  either  in 
initiative  or  courage  of  the  highest 
order.  Mrs.  "W.  8.  Qore,  an  old 
reatdeat  oi  tbe  elty,  who  has  made 
her  home  here  for  the  last  flfty  years, 
ha.'»  written    f  o    Ttie  I'o'  .  very 

lnterej«t  iiiK  m  c  ount  of  a  ;  i  [i  whlrh 
she  took  fifty  I  brer  years  ogf)  into  an 
almost  unexploreii  part  of  the  twrk- 
lands  of  Canada.  Inhabited  where 
there  were  any  Inhabitants  at  all — 
almost  solely  by  Indians,  maay  of 
them  openly  hostile.  The  ioumey 
was  from  Osceola.  Iowa,  to  Winni- 
peg, then  known  as  Kort  fJarry.  and 
reading  betmeen  the  lines  one  ran 
ea-silv  disrover  that  very  real  dls- 
coniforta,  even  hardabips,  had  to  be 
fared  before  the  adventure  waa  over. 

My  trip  to  Winnipeg,  In  the  year 
1170.  witb  my  husband  aad  little 
Tom  (my  son),  then  two  years  old. 
waa  most  Intffrestfhg  and  full  of 
.id \  (Mit  ure.  \\>  started  from  o.ur 
home.  ()8ceiila,  Iowa.  the  flrst  of 
.lune.  arriving  In  Winnipeg  about  the 
middle  of  June.  t)n  the  Journey  we 
rame  to  a  place  called  |Coerhead  (the 
end  of  the  railway).  From  tbera  on 
we  were  obliged  to  travel  aeraaa  tbe 
prairie  fifty  mllee  in  prairie  schooners 
to  a  Hudaon  a  Hay  post  called  Troy 
Point,  where  we  boarded  a  little 
at<'amer  the  Srlkirk  whlrh  look  us 
df)wn  the  Urii  Itwrr  (nghll-  ri.^mrd 
"red."  ns  ♦  he  water  was  re<l  with  mud 
and  jwndt  to  Winnipeg  When  WS 
landed  at  Winnipeg,  there  were  no 
vchiclea  of  any  deaortption  to  meet  us. 

We  were  ebUged  to  walk  ne.tri.  « 
mile  to  the  only  hotel  In  tb.  pl«  e, 
r.illed  the  I  >av  i.^  Hotel,  a  large  two- 
atory  wooden  .'^trurture  with  fifty  or 
sixty  rooms  built  entirely  of  wood, 
without  plajtter.  and  crowded  wHh 
men.  principally  surveyors.  The  land- 
lady aad  nsyseif  were  the  only  two 
white  women  In  Winnipeg  at  that 
time,  no  ptoee  was  labablted  prln- 
ripatTy  by  Indians,  aad  as  I  had  never 
leen  one.  naturally  I  felt  nervous:  I 
am  sure  they  had  aaen  very  few  white 
women,  aa  they  look  great  ple.t«\ire  In 
following  me  when<'\ rr   1  mepped  oilt-

at  a  table,  writing  a  leiter.  when  a 
great  husky  Indian  came  creeping

MOTORISTS' EASE 

To  get  an  Idea  of  the  roads  which 
motor  cars  have  to  traverse  In  Japan, 
it  Is  necessary  only  to  bear  In  mind 
that  wheeled  vehicles  were  Intro- 
duced Into  the  country  leas  than  100 
yeara  ago.  Before  that  tiaaa  the 
broad  shoaldera  of  men  wera  uaed  to 
traaaport  hoth  fralght  and  paaaengera. 
Rven  horaea  are  very  nedem  In 
.Tapan  .and  are  not  much  used.  Tha 
roads  of  Japan  were  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  wheelless  traffic 
and  the  result  la  that  they  are  very 
narrow  and  quite  inadequate  to  tbe 
comfortable  use  of  modern  trana- 
portatlon  methoda.  Tha  a,Terage 
width  of  highway  la  If  feet,  and  In 
many  placea  It  ia  leaa  than  thla,  so 
that  tlve  passing  of  another  vehicle  la 
a  perilous  proceeding,  with  constant 
ponsibility  of  slipping  off  the  road 
into  a  iiaddy  patch.  The  roads  are 
usually  elevated  ten  feel  above  the 
surrounding  country,  and  skidding 
oflt  them  Is  nnplaaaat,  to  aay  the 
least.

Sir  rtichard.  at  the  confrrnu-o  of 
Premiers  at  Ottawa  in  180C,  pressed 
the  claims  of  the  Province.

The  decoration  of  thia  beauti- 
ful work  of  art  Is  elaborate  and  mag- 
niflcent  In  the  extreme,  while  the  ma- 
terlal.t  of  which  It  in  conipowd  iire 
of  the  richest  quality.  There  la  not 
one  single  square  Inch  of  wood  about 
Its  compoaltlon.  Gold,  silver,  and 
ivory  were  alone  aeeoaatad  sufllel- 
entijr  worthy.  Thla  great  oraaa  Is  ten 
feet  In  length  aad  weighs  hemething 
like  fifteen  pounds.  The  study  of  Its 
detalla  la  a  work  of  Intense  Interest 
and  could  iMit  f.ul  to  occupy  many 
hours.  It  bears  a  (|uantHy  of  plaques 
upon  the  cross  proper,  on  which  are 
engraved  varioua  scenes  repreeentlng 
the  ministry  and  the  Majeaty  of  Our 
LK>rd.  Beaaath  la  a  quantity  of  tabar- 
naele  work  of  the  richest  description 
containing  figures  of  historical  per- 
•anages  associated   with  the  cThurch. 

Twenty  one  ycirn  .igo,  the  Abbe> 
became  po.s.-^e.-s.seil  of  a  I>roce.>ision» I 
Cross,  .smaller,  it  i«i  inn  ;ind  utterly 
different  in  character,  but  to  which 
a  deeply  pathetic  interest  ia  attached. 
It  was  the  gift  of  Raa  Makuaan.  who 
represented  the  Court  of  Abyaalnla  at 
the  Coronation  of  King  V:dward  VII. 
When  that  great  Sovereign  was  ial<en 
ill  with  such  tragic  suddenne.Mn  on  the 
e\e  of  his  coronation.  Kas  MaUunan 
proceeded  lo  make  a  votive  offering 
for  hla  recovery  to  Westminster 
Abbey.  His  gift  teOk  this  form  and 
it  was  found  posalble  to  nae  It  at  the 
postponed  Coronation  on  August  9, 
lf»a.   

But  It  is  to  the  eighteenth  ccniur>- 
trea.iures  of  th"  Abbey  that  the  cnn- 
nois.scur  in  plate  will  more  especially 
turn  Here  he  will  flnd  much  with 
which  to  delight  his  artistic  «ense. 
though  the  hlatorical  Interaak  attaehed 
to  it  is  somewhat  lacking. 

There  are  two  sumptuous  silver- 
Kilt  candlesticks  in  the  fir"!  [ilace 
those  th.it  are  to  tie  seen  Mt.indlng 
upon  the  High  Alter  These  were 
the  gift  of  a  humble  housekeeper, 
who  after  living  In  one  of  the  old 
houses  beneath  the  ahadow  of  the 
Abbey  for  many  years,  bequeathed 
on  her  death  a  handsome  sum  of 
money  to  the  dean  and  chapter  to  be 
expended  upon  plate  fm  th.-  ,\hliey 
These  fine  candlestick.^  were  the  re- 
sult <if  Siirah  IluKhea'  generous  gift. 
In  all  probability  It  would  be  Impoa- 
sible  to  manufacture  two  auoh  atHko 
tng  works  of  art  aa  theae  at  tha  prao> 
ent  time  for  less  than  f  1.000. 

Two  noble  chahi  es  and  patens,  elab- 
orately chased  and  deorated.  were 
given  by  John  Sudbuo.  Dean  of  Dur- 
ham, in  the  year  1071.  Sudbury  had 
rendered  good  service  to  Westminster 
Abbey  some  ten  years  previously  in 
the  capacity  of  Prebendary.  It  is 
pleasant  to  «ee  th\t  f;''ncrous-hearted 
man  giving  so  meat  a  token  of  hla 
nffei  tlon  to  the  church  he  had  served. 
Kvldently  the  passage  of  years  did  not 

tend  to  diminish  Sudbury's  afltaetlon 

for  the  abbey. 

A  few  years  later  there  appeared  a 
magnlflcient  sliver  gilt  alms  dish,  the 
decoration  of  which  Is  Hotnethinji; 
siniihir  to  that  whi.  h  appears  on  Sud- 
biiry  n  two  <  lialices.  It  forma  a  mag- 
nificent ccntiV,  piece  when  displayed 
with  tho  remainder  of  the  Abbey 
plate,  for  it  la  no  lass  than  twenty- 
five  inchea  In  -diameter  and  has  a 
weight  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  ounces.  It  w,T<i  .Yi  companied  by 
two  equally  ftpUndid  Hilvor  gilt  flagons 
uf   simihir  design. 

The  Abbey  also  possesses  two  fine 
B^lver  gilt  chalices  and  patens  together 
with  two  flagons  which  are  abaolute- 
ly  plain  and  dependent  for  their  ofteci 
which    la    extraordinarily  beautiful.
